New Road Program 
23 Miles In Glades 


The Palm Beach County Com- 
mission Monday gave the green 
light for a road and bridge con- 
struction program which the board 
hopes will have $6 million as fi- 
nancing from a revenue certificate 
issue. 

The board learned this week that 
an issue of certificates backed by 
a portion of gasoline taxes ear- 
marked for the county could pos- 
Sibly be available within a year. 
Amount of the issue was estimated 
at between $5 and $6 million. 

Meeting with state road depart- 
ment officials and representatives 
of the Florida Development Com- 
mission and Board of Administra- 
tion, County Attorney Harry John- 
ston and County Engineer Steve 
Middleton learned that funds could 
be made available for another vast 
road and bridge building program. 

The county at the present time is 
paying off a $4.5 million revenue 
certificate indebtedness, previous- 
ly issued for similar road and 
bridge work. This indebtedness will 
be retired by 1968. 

Importance of obtaining funds 
for projected projects was.empha- 
sizéd vy Vice Chairman Paul Rar- 
dir who said at the present time 
there is-a need for an additional 
2215 miles of farm to market roads 
in the Glades alone. 

He made the motion which the 
board approved calling on the 
county engineer to immediately be- 
gan listing road and bridge pro- 
jects to be included in the building 
program. , 

The commission. also hired C. H. 
Goss to serve as the board's finan- 
cial advisor for the proposed pro- 
gram, at a cost of $2,500. 

The commission estimated that 
it will take up to six months to 
ready the program and another six 
months before the revenue certifi- 
cates can | be marketed.

Director Don McLeod show the 
Bureau’s Document Examination 
Section received 90 bad check cases 
in October, a better than 100 per- 
cent increase over September's 40

A total of 146 fraudulent checks, 
having a.value of $10,039.88, were 
passed in October. In September, 76 
checks with a total value of $4,637.- 
60 were passed. 

The FSB Document Examination 
Section was able to identify 30.1 
per cent of the worthless cliecks 
submitted in October cases. Twelve 
checks were identified to persons 
having a fingerprint record at the 
Bvreau, and 32 chceks were identi- 
fied with material on record in the 
FSB Fraudulent Check File.

Use Native Greenery 
And Make Your Own 
Holiday Decorations 


GAINESVILLE — — Native cut- 
tings and greenery from Florida 

woods,can make attractive and in- 
expensive Christmas decorations, 
according to Erdman West, bo- 
anist with the Florida Agricultural 
Experiment Station. 

West points out that much of the 
decorative material can be obtain- 
ed from woods and fields near 
home. Many wild green plants can 
be. used to advantage. One of the 
best is wild smilax or green briar, 
especially the .leathery-lea v e'd 
that grows in swamps. The dark 
green, oval leaves last a long time 
and can be used in many Ways. 

Since the plant is a vine, it 
drapes gracefully. It can also be 
made into. streamers to stretch 
across a room. 

The most prominent green plants 
at this season are pine trees. Well- 
shaped specimens of short-leaved 
species make very good Christmas 
trees, says West. 

Even poorly-shaped trees ‘and 
side branches may be used for 
beckground decorations or screens. 
The fine texture and deep green 
color of such material contrasts 


| 


such as poinsettias. ` + 

Since red and green are tradi- 
tional ,colors for Christmas time, 
holly is very popular at this season. 
West.says sprays of holly foliage 
and the bright red berries are used 
in a wide variety of ways. He 
points out that there are several 
| kinds of holly, and all the useful 
ones have an abundance of red ber- 
ries. 

"Some of the cultivated forms 
are very striking, with larger ber- 
ries and darker green leaves, and 
native hollies are available at 
Christmas time in many parts of 
Florida," adds West. 

No Christmas decoration would 
be: completed without mistletoe iff 
evidence somewhere, says’ the bot- 
anist. It is very abundant in Flor- 
ida and many farmers are glad to 
Ret rid of some of it. . Mistletoe 
can be collectéd by shotting it down 
with‘ shotgün, whére it grows at
